Response to Amendment and Arguments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments, see pages 2-4, filed July 17, 2008 with 
respect to claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claim 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art neither teaches of suggests an impact absorbing mechanism for a walking 
robot provided in the foot that incorporates at least three elastic members anisotropic in 
terms of elasticity, arranged at equal intervals in a circumferential direction about a 
predetermined axis line extending perpendicular to an upper base plate of the foot and 
at least three high damping members arranged at equal intervals in a circumferential 
direction about the predetermined axis. The elastic members allowing a lower base 
plate of the foot to make elastic displacements relative to the upper base plate in the 
same direction as the predetermined axis while they inhibit the lower base plate from 
making elastic displacements orthogonal to the predetermined axis direction while the 
elastic members join the upper and lower base plate assemblies elastically. The high 
damping members damping the vibration of the lower base plate relative to the upper 
base plate.
